It.is interpreted lo 
mean now that Germany has re- 
treated before the threats of France 
and Britain. 

“A great Power cannot swallow 
such on impudent incident again. 

“As a Nazi 1 am_used to hitting 
back... On May 28 I adopted grave 
measures; the strength of the army 
was increased, the building of the air 
force was greatly accelerated and 
there was an Immediate extension of 
fortifications in the west. The most 
{ermidable fortifications of any kind 
are under construction there an 
2,708,000- workmen are busy ..on 
these fortifications. In addition 
there are 84,000 workers and a 
hundred thousand members of the 
Labour Corps and numerous sapper 
battalions, besides one infantry divi- 
sion. Eight thousand truck-loads of 
material are moved daily and a 
hundred thousand tons of gravel and 
rails are being used in these forthe 
fleations, which will be ready by 
winter. After completion they will 
comprise 17,000 defence works of 
reinforced conerete which will 
aggregate nearly ten miles. Behind 
this line of iron and concrete stifnds 
the German nation In arms. 

“President. Benes indulges In 
tnctics, speaks of organisations and 
negotiation. This cannot. continue. 

“The Germans demand the right 
to self-determination and J demand 
{hat the oppression of thie and a 
half million Germans in. Czecho- 
Slovakia cease or that the free right 
of self-determinntion takes its place. 
It is up to Pragne to effect an agrec- 
ment with the-Sudeten Germans, and 
It is our resolve to see. the wrong 
docs not remain wrong. 

‘No new Palestine shall arise. The 
poor Arabs in~ Palestine may be 
defenceless and deserted but the Ger- 
mans in Czecho-Slovakia are neither 
defenceless nor deserted. The Aus- 
trians are here now they will agrec 
that we do not deserve to remain 
Germans tf we are unwilling to bear 
the ; consequences, ‘ ;

Misuse Of . 
Foreign Flags 
Allegation 


Tokyo, Sept. 10. 
Fresh instances of Chinese misuse 
of foreign fogs In the Yangtse Valley 
near Kiukiang have been brought to 
light {in reports received by the 
Foreign Office on Friday from the 
Japanese Consulate in Kiuklang. 


The misuse is sald to have been 
made with the connivance of the 
Catholle missionary, - Father Louls 
Morel. a a 

Father Morel recently notified the 
Jnpanese Consulate in Kduldang that 
nn estate called Yin Yuen belonged 
to the Roman Catholic Mission in 
Kiukiang and. presented 9 dctailed 
statement regurdinit the estate in 
question. 

On Inspecting the property, the 
Jnpunese authorities found French 
flags holsted on the buildings and 
several other marks suptesting that 
the estate belonged to a French sub- 
ject. 

Under closer Inspection, however, 
peveral doubtful points arose pare 
ticularly ‘over the written statement 
by. the French missionary who was 


invited by the Consul to call at the 
Consulate and explain the points in 
question. 

Eventually, under a serics of 
questions by a Japanese staff officer 
in the presence of the Japanese 
Consul, Father Morel revealed that 
the estate In fact belonged to Wu 
Kin-chal, a former high official Jn 
Kiukdang. 

It then appeared that the French 
missionary had been repeatedly 
urged by Wu and at last agreed that 
Wu should make use of the French 
fings nnd marks, although the pricst 
made {t clear that he had received 
no monetary or other consideration 
whatever from Wu. 

On September 7 therefore the 
Japanese nuthoritles removed the

JEW 


The minority problem is not 
a new one; a Jewish minority 
was driven from Rome long be- 
fore the birth of Christ, but a 
solution appeurs.no nearer to- 
day than it did 2,000 years ago. 
The’ Sudeten German minority 
perhaps presents a legs hopeless 
problem than doey that of the 
Jews, for whom no single solution 
appears possible, unless it ‘ig a 
mass conversion of humanity to 
humanitarianism, As evidence 
of the failure of modern civilisa- 
tion to effect such a conversion, 
however, the problem of the 
Jews grows constantly more dif- 
neult and complicated. Italy is 
the Intest nation to decide upon, 
a mags expulsion of her Jewish 
population; but the present per- 
secution in Europe is far from 
being cither new, or an aberra- 
tion of the dictators. It is not 
necessary to give credence to 
every. tale . of . atrocity _ and 
harshness, but the present state 
of affairs .is a direct develop- 
ment of a long line of persecu- 
tions which have swept almost 
every state in tho mad continent 
of Europe. It hag been a one- 
sided, morbid wartare, the Jews 
playing a passive role, always a 
minority but. without a cham- 
pion, always on the defensive, 
wanting not independence 
but protection and’ security. 
Whether the Jewish element 
has always been completely in- 
nocent can be doubted, for the 
Jews have sought, and _ very 
often gained, power, and power 
is rarely entirely innocent. But 
they have been minorities, und 
as such have suffered. Earlier, 
religious grounds were largely 
the cause of their ill-treatment, 
to-day, in conformity with mo- 
dern thought, economic reasons 
have formed the basis of the 
Jews’ persecution. In 139 B.C. 
the Jews were expelled from 
Rome, fifteen years later they 
were made to move. from 
Cyprus. In .the Seventh Cen- 
tury there were wholesale 
expulsions from parts of France 
and Northern Italy; the Jews 
were driven from Morocco and 
parts of Spain; in 1290 England 
followed the Continent’s exam- 
ple, and for two centuries there- 
after followed mass movements 
of the Jewish population of 
kurope. As the habit spread to 
Russia . pogroms became ‘ more 
popular and gradually -expul- 
sions: gave ‘way to oxtermina- 
tions. This state of affairs has 
continued, with brief periods of 
rest, until the Jews are even 
persecuted in their own country, 
where for centuries they were 
not even allowed to live. In the 
middle nges every tragedy was 
blamed on_ the Jews, even such 
natural phenomena in “an un- 
hygienic continont as- cholera 
and plague. Organised bands, 
resembling the modern Klu 
Klux Klan of America which It- 
self has anti-Semitism as one of

HE framework—there

The streamline shape will 
reduce the noise of the air rush- 
ing past the car, It will give 
the air an easy path, with no

Streamlining “has little effect 
on speed below 90 m.p.h. But on 
the “motor roads” of the future 
90 will become a common pace, 
and motorists in a hurry will go 
at more than 100 m.p.h. 


At 220 m.p.h. ent 
PERFECT streamlining 
is not possible with 

the engine. in front. 

This modern idea of rear- 
engined propulsion is making 
great~ strides.-- The -remarkable 
Auto Union Grand Prix cars 
have demonstrated—with speeds 
in road-racing trim of 220 m.p.h, 
—how practical the design 
can be. 

The Mercedes firm have been 
marketing a small rear-engined 
car with great success, and both 
France and Italy are investiga- 
ting the production problems 
of the type. 

Henry Ford has been ex- 
perimenting for years with a 
streamlined - rear-engined car, 
and has now secured some im- 
portant patents for such a car, 
which ‘suggests that he has 
arrived at a satisfactory design. 

Some engineers feel that the 
petrol engine has reached the 
limit of its development in. its 
present form. That is very 
doubtful, but it is certain that 
other forms, hitherto little ex- 
ploited, offer an casicr path .to 
any considerable increase in 
power and economy for a given 
size. 

Rotary valves, noiseless and 
incapable of bounce, are on 
thetr way to perfection. They 
will make it possible to use very 
much higher compressions than 
are generally employed to-day. 

Bearings, lubricating oils, 
plugs cooling and cylinder wear 
are all greatly improved, and 
could stand up to higher engine 
speeds if they could be obtained 


by.some less costly means than |- 


the use of prohibitively expen. 
sive special alloys: - 

Diesel engines which do not 
a te either carburettor or 
coll, magneto or sparking plugs, 
are rapidly developing, and small 
units, suitable for a car, freo 
from the Diesel “knock” and 
ddour, are here already. Soon 
it will be possible to manufac- 
ture them at a price which will 
compete with the petro! engine. 
British engineers aro in the 
forefront of research, and when

On June 13, before the warning 
circular was issued, Commissioner 
MacMillan sent out a minute stating: 
that the: General had decided to can- 
eel Paragraph § of the orders and 
regulations covering the retirement 
of officers und to substitule the 
following: 


“The payment of the retirement 
allowance . » Will be subject to 
the honourable condtict, attendance 
corps mectings, and continued 
loyalty to the Salvation Army, its 
principles and doctrines, of the 
officer concerned, .

Radio Sets 
For German 


Listeners. 


THE introduction: of a high 
definition television ser- 
vice on 441 lines from three 
transmitters has been an- 
nounced by Dr.-: Joseph 
Goebbels, the Minister of 
Propaganda, at the opening 
of the Radio Exhibition. 
The service will open on 
Oct. 1, according to The 
Times’ Berlin _correspon- 
dent. : 


Dr. Goebbels sald that over 700,- 
000 of the new 35s. radio receivers 
would be manufacturcd and offered 
for sale during 1038. He also an- 
nounced that needy and deserving 
persons not eligible for free licences 
would be given a speclal.llcence ot 
a 50 per cent, reduction—one mark a 
month Instend of two, Dr. Goebbels 
then emphasised the ‘polftical im- 
portance of the radio and reiterated 
that Germuny must make herself 
foremost in rudio development, 

Since Jan, 30, 1933, Ye suid, the 
radlo had been a true servant of the 
Fuhrer's policy. In countless happy 
und anxious hours it had stood by 
him-. It had, Indeed,.been his spenk- 
Ing-tube to the people. Across the 
other waves his volce' hat addressed 
the whole nation.. In his hand it 
had become a people-leading instru- 
ment of the first order. The most 
important conditlon for the radio's 
striking power was that in no trans- 
mission should 1t address isolated 
class or national groups. The radio 
belonged ‘to the nation and must, 
therefore, address the ‘nation in its 
totality. : 

Television pictures on a large- 
screen receiver at the exhibition 
were surprisingly good and showed 
a mark advance over last year. 
The size of the screen was roughly 
10 ft by.12 ft, and it wns- possible 
for nobout 1,000 people standing to 
watch the demonstration. 

Tho new. German. television rc- 
eeivers, which are to cost in. the 
neighbourhood of 800 marks, or £40 
at par, have most of them been 
porduced In models which can stand 
on a table. “One will be even cheap- 
er, It provides television only, and 
makes use of the existing brondcast 
receivers to supply the accompanying 
sound.

Legal “big shots” like 
tho lato Sir Henry Curtis Bennett, 
42.C., Mr, Roland Oliver, K.C., Sir 
Walter ‘T. Monckton, FLC., that 
woll-known racing official, Sir 
William Bass, Viscount Scarsdalc, 
Enrl of Drogheda and many others. 


Wo were told—and wore ready to 
bolieve it—that the newly-created 
body was not only going to control 
and safeguard boxing, but to clean 
it up. But it 1s now in a worse 
condition than ever. During the 
forty years that I have been 
actively and intimately connected 
with pugtlism it has mover been in 


such 9 low plight, 
od sport nnd moro a rackct 
than any. othor gate- 
moncy spectacle, Rovolt ts sceth- 
ing in the ranks, open antagonism 
in various quarters. 

Preliminary boxers declare that 
they carn only a scant pittance 
after the rake-off ‘hos beon col- 
Iceted; contenders becamo "fod 
up” because of the dilly-dallying, 
with the never-ending scries of 
eliminating contests. 

‘Then, again, there 1s the impresario, 
tho big-fight chief, without whom. big 
purses would not be posaible.. Most 
such men, from what they have told 
mo, are more than dissatisfied with the 
tax imposition they are compelled to 
pay. 

This, of course, is a matter of 
opinion. If promoters are to be given 
the protection of 4 governing body 
then, the latter say, they must make 
a contribution to the financial cheat, 
but I have yet to learn what benefits 
the promoter receives for ying the 
ix. It certainly would be of interest to 

iow.

“pally Herald” ‘have written 
strongly protesting. about the 
alleged “Star Chamber ” methods 
of tho Board. Many on Mersey- 
side were indignant and disgusted, 
for instance, when the former 
schoolboy champion, Chris. 
“Ginger” Foran, was denied the 
opportunity of meeting Johnny

Then grill the cutlets in the usual 
way, put them on an ashet, with an- 
other dish on top weigh it down with 
something heavy, and Ieave til cold. 

Muke some aspic jelly, as directed 
on: the paciet,-ndd cn teaspoonful of 
chopped mint to it, and pour enough 
of the Hquld usple into a wetter tin 
or pic-dish to cover the bottom. 

When the jelly is almost set, ur- 
range the cold cutlets carefully on 
the top, leaving sufficient room be- 
tween euch for them not to touch. 

When, the aspic is quite set, pour 
the rest of the aspic over, and put 
aside till the whole is set. 

To‘serve, take a very sharp knife, 
and cut round the cutlets, Arrange 
them down the centre of a dish, and 
Karnish with small heaps of “potato 
salud ahd beetroot cubes (mixed 
with salad dressing).

At 2 pm. Herr Hitler, acclaimed 
by sustained applause, appeared, ac- 
companied by the commanders in 
chief of the army and navy. 
‘In a short address before 
play Herr Hitler said: 

Soldiers of Germany,—"As in re- 
cent years you have assembled here 
on the occasion of the Nazi Con- 
gress. But for the first time you 
are soldiers of the Greater Germany, 

“Two facts have made this pose 
sible; the fact that we have succeed 
fed tn founding » ren] German com- 
munity, and, secondly, the fact that 
we founded the new German Army, 
whose soldiers, by their entry into 
Austria, completed the realisation of 
this dream. 

“The lesson we must tearn is that 
for the uniflention of our people 
nothing except our own power and 
strength was at our disposal, No 
conferences and negotiations — could 
give us what you have given us. 

"You firmly fit into the tradition 
of the German soldiers of history and 
once again the German nation carn 
look with pride upon its soldiers.” 
After an army march past, several 
new types of acroplanes were — de- 
monstrated,: the’ display culminating 
in the arrival of the glant— trans- 
Atlantic plang Nordwind. | An air 
yaid manoeuvre was carried out and 
German aces landed a squadron of 
four planes only 15 metres from the 
Fuchrer's box. 

At 4 pm, the troops assembled: 
outside the Zeppelin Field for the 
march past which lasted cor an hour, 
whereafter Herr Hitler set out for 
the Congress Hall to deliver his 
final speech, 

Following the delivery of his 
speech a Retreat wus sounded at 
midnight and the PONHTCSS Was

Field) Marshal Hermann Goering 
was) born in Bavarin in January, 
1893, the son of a wealthy diplomat. 
Trained in the Cadet Corps, he be- 
came in 1912 a lieutenant in an 
infantry reyiment in Alsace, It was 
one of the first‘to tale the field when 
war broke out and he fought in the 
early battles in France. In October, 
C xering joined the air force and be- 
came pilot of a fighting plane, By 
1916 he was already an “ace” with 
many destroyed cnemy machines to 
his credit. A member of Baron von 
Richthofen's famous “Circus,” he be- 
came its leader after the Baron was 
killed. 

With the rank of Captain ne left 
the army and held posts in clvil 
aviation concerns in Denmark and 
Sweden. | There he married ao rich 
Swedish baroness, but she diced in 
1031. : 

Introduced by Frick to Hitler, he 
became the first leader of the Nazi 
“Storm Troops,” and took ' a 
prominent part in the Hitler rising in 
November, 1923 in which he was 
wounded. His friends smuggled him 
Into the Tyrol {na motor-car, After 
a time, as he did not feel safe in 
Austria, he went to Rome where he 
got to know Mussolini, In 1925-26 
he. was in, Sweden, but after the 
Amnesty in 1927 he returned to 
Germany. 

When the Nazis were returned as 
the strongest party at the clectlons in 
July, 1932, Goering was elected 
Speaker of the House. ‘The most 
pollshed of the Nazis, he was made 
Nelchs-Ministér | without —portfollo, 
Prussian Minister of the Interior and 
Commissary for Air by Hitler when 
the Intter became Chancellor in 
January, 1933, In September the 
same year he was promoted General.

The Sudeten German minority 
perhaps presents a less hopeless 
problem than does that of the 
Jews, for whom no single solution 
appears possible, unless it ig-a 
mags conversion of humanity to 
humanitarianism. As evidence 
of the failure of modern civilisa- 
tion to effect such a conversion, 
however, the problem of -the 
Jews grows constantly more dif- 
neult and complicated. Italy is 
the latest nation to decide upon 
a muss expulsion of her Jewish 
population; but the present per- 
sccution in Europe is far from 
being either new, or an aberra- 
tion of the dictators. It is not. 
necessary to’ give credence _ to 
every tale of atrocity and 
harshness, but’ the present state 
of affairs is a direct develop- 
ment of a long line of persecu- 
tions which have swept almost 
every state in the mad continent 
of Europe. It hag been a one- 
sided, morbid wartiare, the Jews 
playing a passive role,-always a 
minority but without a cham- 
pion, always on the defensive, 
wanting not independence 
but protection and security. 
Whether the Jewish clement 
has always been completely in- 
nocent can be doubted, for the 
Jews have sought, and very 
often gained, power, and, power 
is rarely entirely innocent, But 
they have been minorities, and 
as such have suffered. Earlier, 
religious grounds were largely 
the cause of their ill-treatment, 
toxlay, in conformity with mo- 
dern thought, economic rensons 
have formed the basis of the 
1 Jews’ persccution. In 139 B.C. 
the Jews were expelled from 
Rome, fifteen years later they 
were made to move . from 
Cyprus, In the Seventh Cen- 
tury there were wholesale 
expulsions from parts of France 
and Northern Italy; the: Jews 
were driven from Morocco and 
partg of Spain; in 1290 England 
followed tho Continent’s exam- 
ple, and for two centuries there- 
after followed mass movements 
of the Jewish population of 
Isurope,. As the habit spread to, 
Russia pogroms became more 
popular and gradually expul- 
sions’ gave way to extermina- 
tions, This state of affairs has 
continued, with brief periods of 
rest, until the Jews are even 
persecuted in their own country; 
where for centuries. they were 
not even allowed to live. In the 
middle ages every tragedy was 
blamed on the Jews, even such 
natural phenomena in an un- 
hygienic continent as cholera 
and plague. Organised banda, 
resembling the modern u 
Klux Klan of America which {t- 
self has anti-Semitism os onc of 
its planks, ravaged the country- 
jside in, search’ of, Jews. to

n Hongkong Inst May from 

te on his way around ~ the 

in a canoe, died suddenly yes- 
terday oanfternoon at. the French 
Hospital, 

Thus tragically the adventures of 
this 35-year-old German ended, He 
had canoed more than 23,000 miles 
since he left Munich seven years ago 
on the sturt of a trip from Germany 
to Shanghal. 

When he atrived in. the Colony by 
steamer he had with him three 
collapsible canoes nad un assorted 
dozen uf haversacks, satchels and 
miscellaneous gear in which he kept 
uli his posséssions. 

At will he could clothe himself 
smart evening dress or revert to 
in which 
he hnd canoed farther: than any man 
ving. . 

He sturted out with six com- 

anions in 1930 from Munich and 
shen he got here he was the only 
urviver. One of the members of 

party disappeared In India; two 
were shot dead by bandit Bedouins, 
three were drowned 
when one of the canoes capsized be- 
tween Aden and the const of India. 

Even in Hongkong hls adventures! 
didsnet cense. While out in his 
canoe off West Polnt on August 10, 
nis eraft overturned and he owas 
saved by Kam Sul, a boatman from 
a néarby junk. 

As o result of this Immersion, Herr 
Pappenberger suffered from dysentery 
and went into the Queen Mary Hos- 
pital for treatment. He was dis- 
charged on Aumust 30. 

A few days ago he fell ill and 
was taken to the French Hospital, 
where he passed away.

Geneva, Sept. 12. 

In his speech at the opening of the 
League Council Session the Chairman 
referred to the European . political 
situation and observed that the outs 
break of war would © affect every 
country In the world. 

He expressed 1 hope that peace 
would be maintained and stated that 
no country which committed a breach 
of the peace could feel sure of the 
neutrality of even the most distant 
nation. 

It was the duty of the League, he 
said, to make every effort on behalf 
of peace, und if the Governments of 
the various member states only 
showed sufficient courage and re- 
volution the League would not fail. 

The speuker finally referred to the 
measures taken by the League to 
come to the ussistance of China. 
Medical and technical experts ap- 
pointed by the League, he pointed 
out, were closely. co-operating. with
